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Report ef the Superintending School Committee, 


Lhe Superintending School Committee of Dunbarton respectfully 
submat their Annual Report for the year ending March, 1861. 


In presenting our Annual Report of the Schools in this town, 
we would remark, that upon a careful examination of the condition 
and progress of the District Schools, they appear to be in a pros- 
pering state. There is a growing interest discernable throughout 
the community in regard to the important subject of education ; 
and the great desire of the people is to elevate the standard of our 
Common Schools. Much depends upon both teacher and parents 
to sustain pleasant and profitable schools. Nay, we may indeed 
remark that it altogether remains for them to say what our schools 
shall be. Let us all make it the great aim and principle of life to 
promote the intellectual and moral improvement of our youth and 
children. No subject is nearer or dearer to us. Neither can have 
higher claims to our care or liberality. Itis to the training and 
discipline attending the Common Schools of this country that we 
look for the strongest fortifications and most essential safe-guard 
to American liberty. It is the very life-blood of our free govern- 
ment, and as such we should foster with the tenderest care and 
attention this sacred institution bequeathed us by the honored 
Fathers of New England. Cherish, improve and elevate our schools 
and they will stand “ firm as a rock;” neglect them and they will 
become nurseries of disorder, misrule and vice. Our teachers for 
the past year, we would notice, have evinced a laudable spirit of 
emulation to excel, both in the order of their schools and the intel- 
lectual improvement of their pupils. Let it be remembered that it 
is the duty of every parent or guardian to heartily co-operate with 
the teacher in sustaining order in school, and never wink at, much 
less justify, in a scholar any kind or degree of insubordination. 
Without good order no school can prosper, and that greatest of all 
evils, ‘‘ whispering,’ should be banished from every school. We 
rejoice that so much has been done towards excluding it from many 
of our schools. As to our ‘ school houses” nothing need be said, 
they are of age—they will speak for themselves. But we will say, 
parents, guardians, and friends of education, give your school- 
room a passing notice, for within its walls are your most cherished 
hopes ; also, the future destiny of this, our country.

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District No.1. Summer Term—Miss Silvia Hadley of Goffs- 
town, teacher. This was Miss Hadley’s first attempt at teaching. 
In this she succeeded well. Your Committee have seldom witness- 
ed greater improvements in so short a time. She was firm and 
decisive in her government, and the scholars at the same time were 
made both to fear and love their teacher. 


Winter Term—Myr. Bradford Burnham, teacher. Mr. Burnham 
was also a new beginner, and like Miss Hadley was quite success- 
ful in teaching the ‘“‘ young idea how to shoot.” He was mild in 
government, but we believe gained the confidence of his scholars. 
Your Committee earnestly recommend to the good people of this 
district to put their heads together and devise some way to build 
anew house. If they are not able to do it alone, the town should 
help them. This is the largest school in town in point of numbers 
except No. 2. The terms of school are short, therefore it is neces- 
sary that the children should have the advantages of a good house. 


-We all well know that scholars can make but little improvement 


in winter with ‘all-out-doors’” for a school-room and nothing bet- 
ter than green chestnut wood to heat it up with. 


- District No. 2. Summer Term—Teacher, Miss Lizzie Twiss. 


Laboring under the many disadvantages connected with the school, 
Miss Twiss reflected honor upon herself as teacher. The scholars 
soon learned the still, quiet way of their teacher which was no less ' 
an honor to themselves. Likewise at the examination, be it said 
to the honor of both teacher and scholars, that the old school house 
in District No. 2, appeared tidy and pleasing in her “ green old 
age.” Improvement was noticed in the studies pursued. Will 
the inhabitants of this, the ‘‘ Centre District,” ponder well the im- 
portant subject of schools and school houses. 


District No. 2. Winter Term—Teacher, Mr. H. M. Caldwell. 
The people of this District were fortunate in securing the services 
of so able and efficient a teacher as Mr. Caldwell. The mode of 
instruction was thorough and explicit. The scholars were well 
versed in historical facts, and anecdotes connected with their yari- 
ous studies. Good order was the watchword, and attention to 
study the order of the day. As this school is the largest in point 
of numbers, may it not rank as one of the firstin town? The ex- 
ercises at the examination were instructive and entertaining. The 
government of this school was of the first order, and well main- 
tained. 


District No. 3. Summer and Winter Term—Teacher, Miss 
Nancy Page. As usual this District were fortunate in selecting 
what is termed an excellent teacher, one that is alive to her work. 
Her untiring efforts for the good of her pupils during the Summer 


Term were crowned with success. Quietness and good order, so 
indispensable to profit in school, prevailed. Owing to sickness, 
the Winter Term was somewhat broken up, but we will venture to 
say that the time the school was in session, was not lost to the 
scholars. Improvement was the ‘ one idea.” 


District No. 4. Summer School—Miss Susan H. Bailey, 
teacher. The appearance of this school at the commencement was 
such as to warrant the expectation of a very profitable term. 
Teacher and scholars appeared much interested in their work, and 
doubtless continued so until the close of the school which was pre- 
mature on account of the sickness of the teacher. 


Winter Term—Mary Frane Mitchell, teacher. Miss Mitchell is 
an excellent teacher, faithful in the discharge of her duties and 
well calculated to win the confidence and attention of her pupils. 
Such teachers rarely fail of success. The parents in this district 
_ take a deep interest in the welfare of their scholars. 


. District No. 5. Summer Term—Miss Susan H. Pollard, 
‘teacher. This school, owing to the ill health of the teacher, was 
suspended a number of weeks, but notwithstanding this interrup- 
tion the closing exercises were very interesting, showing much en- 
ergy and faithfulness on the part of the teacher, and a desire for 
improvement on the part of the scholars. Would it not be well 
for the parents in this district to visit the school oftener. 


Winter Term—Miss Hsther Bailey, teacher. Whole number of 
scholars in this school, 14. Only seven were present at the close. 
Of the remaining seven, some were detained by sickness; others 
like South Carolina, thought best to “secede” that they might 

have their ‘‘ Constitutional Rights’ and enjoy a ‘“‘ greater degree 
of freedom.” Those present appeared well, and gave evidence of 
faithful instrnction on the part of the teacher. 


District’ No. 6. Summer Term—Teacher, Miss Susan R. 
Holmes. This school prospered under the instruction of Miss 
Holmes. Being an able and efficient teacher, she led her pupils 
almost imperceptibly along the road to knowledge and true great- 
ness. A good degree of interest is prevalent in this district in re- 
gard to their school. The people of this section of the town have 
an idea, that the welfare of their children, while in school, is well 
worth looking after. Consequently, favor the school-room with 
their presence on the day of examination. 


Winter Term—Teacher, Mr. Albert B. Putney. The weather 
and travelling not permitting us to be present at the examination, 
we hardly know what improvement was made during this term. 
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The appearance of the school at its commencement bid fair for 
progress and profit. The scholars of this district seem to realize 
the importance of improving their time while in school. May they 
go on in well doing. Mr. Putney is a thorough and successful 
teacher, and is an honor to the profession. 


Disrricr No. 7. Summer Term—Miss Mary A. Burnham, 
teacher. Another beginner. Miss Burnham’s qualifications, so 
far as books are concerned, are excellent; yet she lacks the ‘‘ one 
think needful” in order to keep a good school, which is order, 
‘¢ Heaven’s first law.” We trust on a second trial she will be more 
firm and decisive. 


Winter Term.—Miss Sarah Waite, Teacher. This school num- 
bered thirteen scholars, only four of which were native born. Miss 
Waite fully maintained her former reputation as a governess in 
managing this ‘‘ foreign crew.” The closing exercises showed that 
she had been faithful to her charge. 

The scholars deserve credit for the manner in which they have 
kept the house in this district. 


District No. 8. Summer Term.—Miss Ellen P. Davis, Teach- 
er. Miss Davis, as a young teacher has few superiors, consequently 
the scholars under her care improved rapidly im all the different 
branches taught. At the close the school appeared remarkably 
well in every point of view. 


Winter Term.—Mr. Abel M. Davis, Teacher. This district was 
again fortunate in securing the services of a good teacher, who 
fully sustained his former reputation. The closing exercises were 
very creditable to both teacher and scholars. 


District No. 9. Summer Term.—Miss Agnes G. Brown, 
Teacher. This school was short (only seven and one half weeks,) 
but under the instruction of a teacher remarkable for energy, per- 
severance and untiring industry, the progress of the scholars was 
far beyond what could have been reasonably expected in so short a 
time. 


Winter Term. Mr. Henry L. Burnham, Teacher. We can 
report, as usual, the good success that attends the labors of 
Mr. Burnham as ateacher. The school in this district, is small, 
still there is a deep interest felt upon the subject of Education, 
and rapid progress was made in the various branches pursued. 
This school will compare well with any intown. Order and atten- 
tion to study, is the motto here. 
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Disrrict No. 10. Summer Term.—Miss Seba H. Stanley, 
Teacher. The prospects of this school at the commencement were 
indeed flattering ; but owing to various circumstances the improve- 
ment made was not what was anticipated. The government was 
mild. We too often think that the prosperity of our schools de- 
pend entirely upon the faithfulness of our teachers, or the good 
condition of our school houses. It is not so. It is the duty of 
parents to see that their children are regularly at school, and in 
season, with books suitable for them—an occasional call upon the 
school, by those interested, speaks well, and should be practiced 
for the good of both teacher and scholars. 


Winter Term.—Miss Martha B. Dinsmoor, Teacher. As a 
teacher, Miss Dinsmoor has but few equals. The quickness and 
promptness which prevailed throughout the school-room was pleas- 
ing and interesting to the visiter. We were highly gratified with 
the various recitations, also the singing performed by the school as 
a rest from study, and pastime to the scholars. The progress 
made during the term was satisfactory to all. Will the people of 
this district make a greater effort to visit their schools? 


District No. 11. Miss Sarah Colby, Teacher, both Swmmer 
and Winter. Miss Colby was highly successful in this school dur- 
ing the two terms, and no doubt felt liberally rewarded for her 
labors of love to these children by seeing them rapidly ascend- 
ing the “hill of science.” 

The government of this school was excellent. We wish that 
none of our schools might fall below this in that point. There are 
some excellent scholars in this district for nine years of age.
